2. The species are independent or distinct because they contain different circuitry 
which means that there is different operation and driving of these circuits. When 
comparing Species I and Species II the "Deactivation Detect Circuits" are placed close 
to the gate line drive circuits. When comparing Species I and III, a signal transmitted 
from level shifter 41 to a corresponding gate line GL is used in place of output signals of 
AND gates 40a and 40b. When comparing Species I and "pedes IV, fig. 19 uses a DA 
conversion circuit compared to Data line drive circuit of fig. 3. In regards to Species IV 
and V, Species V has an input signal that has a doubled cycle of the driving cycle of the 
gate lines. In regards to Species VI, Species VI includes a dummy circuit connected 
through the Deactivation Detect Circuit. Finally, Species VII includes an electro- 
luminescence element
